Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Energy  (TIE) 
Committee 

At  CCA’s  TIE  Committee  members  voted  to  support  Measure  M,  which  is  a 
county-wide  ballot  initiative  to  increase  sales  tax  by  one-half  cent  to  pay  for  various 
transportation  projects.  CCA  members  also  received  a  briefing  from  Metro  on  Link 
Union  Station  (US). 

Measure  M  will  be  on  the  November  2016  ballot  and  would  raise  the  county  sales 
tax  to  9.5%  .  The  new  V2  cent  tax  will  last  in  perpetuity.  And  the  measure  also 
extends  Measure  R’s  t/2  cent  sales  tax  past  its  2039  expiration  date  into  perpetuity. 
Each  V2  cent  increase  costs  the  average  consumer  about  $24  a  year. 

The  measure  is  expected  to  raise  more  than  $120  billion  through  2057  (as  far  out 
as  Metro’s  forecasts  go),  with  annual  revenues  beginning  at  $860  million  for  street 
repairs,  highway  improvements  and  new  rail  construction. 

As  a  dedicated  sales  tax,  it  will  require  two-thirds  of  the  voters  to  approve  it.  CCA 
members  supported  the  measure  because  it  includes  funding  for:  Downtown  L.A. 
Mobility  Project,  LA  Streetcar  construction  and  potential  funding  for  a  light  rail 
station  in  the  Arts  District. 

Union  Station  is  approaching  operational  capacity  and  Link  US  seeks  to  address 
this.  Ridership  is  expected  to  grow  from  110,000  to  200,000  passenger  trips  by 
2040.  Link  US  will  add  a  new  passenger  concourse,  reconfigure  the  rail  yard  and 
accommodate  California  High  Speed  Rail. 

The  project  is  estimated  at  $2.5  billion  and  will  take  approximately  five  years  to
